OAT HAY 

Eps. Country GENTLEMEN—I have 
rea carefully the articles that have 
been published in this paper for some 
years past, on growiag fodder corn, 
aud with your perm‘ssion I w Il give a 
few reasons why i think oat hay is far 
preferable to grow for wiuter feed. I 
have never fed green oats in the sum- 
mer, but shali give them a trial the 
present season as feed for cows. When 
feeding fodder corn in the summer to 
my cows, I have failed to see much, if 
any, increave in the milk. In convers- 
ing with a ractical dairyman a short 
time since, he stated that for causing 
cows to give a large flow of milk, there 
is nothing that he ever tried that is 
equal to green oa's in the summer, or 
oat hay in winter; that clover is next, 
and corp sowed thickly is the poorest. 
In feeding oat hay this winter to some 
farrow cows, my wife noticed a differ- 
ence in the color and solidity of the 
butter as soon as I changed their feed 
to hay. One objection that I have to 
raised sowed corn for winter feed, is, 
that on the same amount of land, and 
with one-half of the labor, 1 can grow 
more feed by sowing oats and making 
them into hay. Not more in bulk is 
intended, but they will last longer. 

I have heard about corn fodder that 
would weigh seven or eight tons to the 
acie after it was cured,but I would like 
to see a crop that would make five tons 
to the acre after it was cured,and which 
was sowed or drilled at the rate of four 

ls to the acre, as is claimed here 
should be sewed. I do not know ex- 
actly how large a piie of this small- 
stalked,immature corn a cow would eat, 
but from what I have seen, I think a 
large, paunchy cow would eat a po 
equal to her own size at a single feed 
in order to be satisfied. Only a small 
bulk of oat hay is required at a feed. In 
order to grow a good crop of oat hay, 
the land must be in good condition; 
not less than four bagels of seed must 
be sown per acre as early in the spring 
as convenient, and the und should 
be rolled down smoot Cut whea 
fully grown, orin early milk, and let 
them wilt; then rake and cock the same 
as clover, and the result will bea feed 
far anpertor to jodder cora.

THE MARLS OF GEORGIA. 


Editor A ural Department 
—In compliance with your 
request, here with send you some notes 
on the marls of G- orgia. 

The value of lime as @ fertilizer has 
been recognized from very ancient 
times. Cato describes with much 
minuteness _he best means of preparin 
it. Pliny attests the use of slak 
lime by the Roman cultivators as a 
dressing for the soil in which fruit 
trees were wn. The Arabs made 
use of itin Spain. It isa stimu ant,an 
alterative, a corrective, a dissolver and 
a decomposer, a disengager of certain 
substances contained in the soil, a 
retainer of and combiner with others. 


loose soils, and opens ry soils, ¢ nd 
gives firmness to It sup- 
plies inor,anic f to the roots of 
plants. lt neutralizes acidsin the soil 


It changes inert vegetable 
matter and rerders it available. 
lt promotes the decomposition 
of existing compounds, so as to 
prepare them aaa for entering into 
the circulation of plants. These are 
the principal properties of this valua- 
ble agent in the hands of the inteili- 
gent farmer. 

SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 
There is an inexhaustible suppy of 
this fertilizer in the state of Georgia, 
as in the states on either side of it, in 
the beds of marl so abundantly occur- 
ring in the southern half of this state » nd 
in Virginia, North Carolina, South Car- 
olina, Alabama and Mississi These 
maris are found in two distinct geolog- 
1 al formations. The first of these is 
the cretaceous, corresponding to the 
chalk beds of Englana to some extent, 
and occupying a trianguiar area in the 
counties of Chattahoochee, Marion, 
Stewari, Quitman and Randolph. 
Specimens from one of the beds in 
Chattahoochee, at Baxley’s mill, show 
about ten per cent. of carbonate of 
lime. One from Hatchey’s ,station, 
in Quitman county, yields 14 cent. 
The second formation in which they 
occur is of much greater extent aad 
the marls are much richer. This is 
the tertiary formation which borders 
the cretaceous on the south and extends 
entirely across the state from south of 
the mouth of Pataula creek,in Clay 
county, and between Fort Valley and 
Hawkinsville, and from (tho mouth 
of Briar er. ek) Shed Biaff on the Sa- 
vannah river. 
From the last named locahty a spec 
imen yielded by analysis 83 per cent « { 
carbonate of lime. 
The marl from this locality was very 
extensively used by Governor Ham- 
mond of South Carolina, who spread it 
over several hundred acres, at the rate
